A WORLD CRUISE 


By W. R. Lence 


It in Saturday, Feb. 6. and we 
mujst give up 
our 
comfortable 
rooms at the King David 
Hotel, 
and begin our journey to Cairo. 
The usual instructions are posted 
to U\?ve hand baggage in 
hall­ 
ways before going to 
breakfast, 
and lie ready to start to the rail­ 
road station at 8 
o’clock. 
This 
railroad trip is to 
consume 
14 
hours; our train Is not 
due 
in 
Cairo until 10:30 p. m. 
The railroad station is on 
the 
road to Bethlehem. 
Like 
about 
all structures of the Holy City, it 
is built of stone. 
While waiting 
fur the time of departure, we in­ 
spect the train. At a distance, the 
locomotive looks 
familiar. 
Close 
inspection discloses that 
it 
was 
made by the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works, Philadelphia. 
She is a 10 
wheeler; 6 drivers and 4 wheels 
in the pony truck. 
The citmpart- 
ment cars were made in Smith- 
wick, England. 
They have semi­ 
circular roofs, without 
transoms. 
Ventilators arc on the sides. The 
wheels are high, and stepladder.s 
are placed for passengers to climb 
to the platform. 
We take the line which runs to 
Joppa, and follow it 
as 
far 
as 
Lydda, then turn south. This line 
of railroad runs south out of Je r­ 
usalem, then turns west into the 


wilderness of Judea. 
It 
is 
a 
wilderness of 
rocky 
mountains. 
The canyons are deep, 
and 
the 
sides of the mountains are 
steep. 
But these rocky mountain 
sides 
arr in cultivation. 
They are ter­ 
raced from bottom to 
top, 
like 
stairsteps, 
and 
stone 
retaining 
walls hold 
them. 
Olive 
trees 
grow all over tie e mountains. 
This railroad line 
touches, 
or 
passes close by. many place* m en­ 
tioned in the Bible 
It runs down 
the valley between Shoehoh and 
El.'ih, Where David sle w Goliath, 
the 10-foot giant. 
It 
passes 
El 
Haniyeh, 
the 
traditional 
place 
where Philip baptized the eunuch 
of great authority 
of 
Ethiopia: 
Acts 8:26-39. 
Deir Abnn is said 
to be the Ebene/er of First Sam­ 
uel, 7:12. B« il 
Shemo 
ig 
Bcth- 
shemesh; where the Ark of 
the 
Covenant was brought when 
the 
Philistines sent It 
away. 
Timna 
is the Timnath of the 
Book 
of 
Judges, made famous by Samson. 
Wady 
Sarar 
is 
the 
Sorek 
of 
Judges, 10:4, the home of Dililah. 
This lady of Samson effected his 
downfall and imprisonment. 
Ewron 
off the railroad to the 
south. 
It was one 
of 
the 
five 
principal cities of the lords of the 
Philistines. 
When the rulers at 
Ashdod were trying to 
get 
the 
Ark of the Covenant 
off 
their 
hands, they sent it to Ekron. “The 
Ekronites cried out, saying, They 
have brought about the ark of the 
God of Israel to us, to slay us and 
our people. 
The country of the Philistines is 
the rich plain running along the 
coast of the Mediterranean about 
50 miles. It is some 10 miles wide 
at the north end. and

at the south end. Here the best of 
the delicious Jaffa oranges grow. 
The Californians of our cruise are 
reluctant to admit that they 
are 
better than th» California variety,

whetted our appetite for lunch. I 
wondered if they 
would 
serve 
these oranges in the dining car. I 
remember eating lunch one 
time 
in Rocky Ford. Colo., where the 
famous cantaloupes are grown. It 
was during the cantaloupe season. 


but there was not a cantaloupe to 
be had. 
But we arc not 
disap­ 
pointed this time. 
They brought 
great quantities of the most de­ 
licious oranges, 
seme 
of 
them 
about four inches 
in 
diameter. 
They also served 
several 
other 
kinds of fruits. 
There is a remarkable contrast 
between the wilderness of Judaea 
and this 
rich 
plain. 
Here 
are 
, wide field* of 
growing 
wheat, 
i About the railroad 
stations 
are 
large warehouses lor the products 
of the farms. 
The 
people 
look 
prosperous. 
Lydda, called Ludd, is the junc­ 
tion of railroad lines running to 
Haifa. Joppa, Egypt and Jerusa­ 
lem. 
We entered 
this 
junction, 
headed north, and 
departed 
on 
the same track, he,idl'd south. In­ 
stead of turning the Irain, 
they 
coupled an engine on 
the 
rear 
end. and reversed the direction of 
I the train. I watched this coupling 
process. 
The cars have the usual 
disc spring bumpers; one at eith­ 
er side of the car, and 
on 
each 
end. 
They also have the 
usual 
turnbuckle couplers. 
The 
train­ 
man went between the car* and 
lifted 
the 
turnbuckie 
coupler. 
When the cars came together, he 
stooped low to hold his head 
be­ 
low the bumpers, hooked the link, 
and 
adjusted 
the 
turnbuckle. 
During all of 
this 
process 
the 
trainman was not only 
between 
the cars, but was crouching under 
the bumpers. 
I wonder what an 
inspector of the Interstate 
Com­ 
merce Commission would do if he 
should see 
an 
American 
train 
coupled in this manner. 
It was here at Lydda that Peter 
healed Aeneas, and brought to life 
the dead body of Tabitha, called 
Dorcas.

“If 3,000,000 people w ant som e­ 
thing which can be given to only 
3000,” Perkins said, “then 2,997,- 
000 are going to be disappointed. 
Wc are going to have a tough ad­ 
m inistrative problem 
trying 
to 
keep everybody satisfied.” 
He said the program 
will 
be 
confined to 500 of the more than 
3000 counties in the United States 
in the first year and will concen­
